sion previously had, given or obtained, he, she or they, so offending, 
shall be subject to indictment; and upon conviction, shall be fined not 
less than ten dollars, aor more than one handred dollars, and impri- 
soned in the common jail of the county, not less than five days, nor 
more than six months; at the discretion of the jury, by whom the in- 
dictment is tried. who may inflict one or both of theaforesaid penalties.

"Phe legislature of the state of Alabama, would respectfully represent fo the 
Congress oi the United Sintes, that the present mode of selling the pabtic lands. 
tue highest bidder, though flee from most of the objections attending the form 
system, is liable to some abuses in practice, that it would be very desirable» 
correct or obviate. Every pablic sale fs attended by a host of speculators, whe 
really do not wish to owa “the soil, but to estort a premium from the occupants 
for the privilege of purchasing the cabin they have built, and the field they hav 
cleared. To effect that object, they enter into a cambination, and act ia concert 
They threaten the occupant, to run his land to a higher price, than his means wi: 
enable him to give, unless he will pay them not to bid against him, or buy the 
land from them at a considerable profit. Thus combined, they levy a contribe- 
tion on the bonest and industrious -pait of the community, and divert considera 
ble sums from the treasury. A single individual has no chance to compete with 
such a formidable corabination. ‘The fear of being diiven from his home compels 
Lim to yield to snch terms as may be prescribed. Competitiog is stifled, and the 
land bid off at the minimum price, in many instances, when a fair competition, 
would enhance the price considerably. The Legislature can see no remedy fet 
this evil, but in a change of the mode of selling the public land, and would there- 
fore, sugeest, with great respect and deference, the propiiely ef dividing the u- 
sold land into three or more classes, and sane price on each class, at “which it 
might be entered, A much Detter price would be obtained by the government 
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and ure citizen perhaps, give less for his land. A price sufficiently high, might 
be fixed in the first instance, to guard against loss to the treasury, That price 
might be reduced at suitable intervals, if not entered at tre former price, until all 
he land, ta any manner fit for cultivation, would be entered, 

The legislatare is aware, that dividing the lands in classes according to quality, 
where the surveys are completed, would be attended with some little expense, 
but feel very confident, that the increased price would greatly exceed the addi- 
tional expense. The offering of great bodies of land for sale at the same time, 
is calculated to drain the country of money, by inducing all who are able; to par- 
chase at the same time. By this means great embarrassment is felt in the traffic 
and commerce of the country. This exhaustion of the circulating medium, would, 
in a great measure, be avoided by the proposed system. Entries would be made 
fiom time to time, and the money thereby withdrawn from the common course of 
husiness, less sensibly felt. There would be great propriety in ultimately reducing 
the quantity to be entered to forty acres, and the price to twenty-five cents an acre. 
Should this system be adopted, there can be no doubt, that the United States 
would receive a great deal more money for their land, and the citizen obtain a 
home for less, than he will inevitably have to give, if the speculators can force 
him to buy from them, the privilege of buying from the government, as they cer- 
tainly will do, if the auction system is continued. ‘The gradual.reduction of the 
price, from time to time, at such intervals, as will allow time for a fair experiment, 
will sell the good lands for their value more nearly, than they bring at auction; 
and ultimately sell a vast quantity of poor land, that can never be sold under the 
present system. itis highly important to every government, that the soil should 
be taxable. Under the system of cash sales, it cannot be important to continue 
the prohibition uf the power of the state, to tax the land for five years from the 
date of the purchase. That restriction, it is believed, wasa part of the old credit 
system, and should have been abolished with it. Many citizens of this state are 
living on public land. They have i.aproved it by their labor; and if the system 
of offering the jand for a Gxed price. shall be adopted, the actual settler might 
be allowed a preference in the right to purchase for a reasonable period, through 
all the gradations of price, without the least prejudice to the treasury. The land 
should be subject to entry by the actual settler, at the price fixed, for a limited 
time; and if he failed to do so, it should be subject to entry by any ether person, 
for another space: and if not then entered, the price should be tedneed, and the 
preference at the reduced price again allowed to the settler. Should this be done, 
miny poor men will procure Jand on which they can raise their families. The 
country at large will be greatly improved, its fudustry increased and ha musals 
cherished,

MEMORIAL to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of Ame- 
rica in Congress assembled. 

The Memorial of the Senate and House of Representatives of the state 
of Alabamu in General Assembly convened, respectfully represents, That 
a considerable portion of the debt contracted by citizens of the state 
of Alabama for lands of the United States, sold prior to the first day of 
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July, in the year one thousand eight hundred and twenty, remains un. 
paid. The acts of Congress heretofore passed for the relief of pun 
chasers of the public lands, while they extended relief to the unforty, 
nate debtor, contributed to the increase of the public revenue, ang 
tended to destroy the odious relation of debtor and creditor which ey. 
isted between the government and its citizens. Those acts, wise anj 
beneficent as they were, have not however, carried relief into the boson 
of many meritorious families who are dependent for their support up 
on the sweat of their own brow, and for salvation from utter ruin, Urs 
on the justice and liberality of the general government. Many persors 
not then recovered from the infatuation produced by a period of un 
exampled but deceitful prosperity, failed to accept the boon which ha 
been proffered by the general government, and only postponed the time 
of their suffering by claiming a further credit upon the lands which 
they had purchased. It is known to the Congress of the United State 
what untowarl circumstances combined, prior to the first of Juk, 
eighteen hundred and twenty, to give a fictitious value to every art. 
cle of merchandize; and to wild and unsettled lands in the Mississippi 
territory, a supposed value bevond that of the best improved lands iz 
the most populous parts of the United States. More than four mib 
lions of dollars of Mississinpi steck, issued while three-fourths of the 
Mississippi territory were covered with Indian titles, were to be re 
deemed at the treacury of the United States after paying to the state 
of Georgia onesmitien two hundred thousand dollars, and defraying 
the expenses of surveving and selling the public lends Lying in that 
territory. ‘This stock was, however. receive in paynient of the pub 
lic lends Iving in that territery, purchased after the date of the said 
stock. Biuch of this stock was purchased by porscms desirous to lay 
it out in lupds in the Mississippi trriteay, st fom forty to fifty del. 
lars for the hundred The depreciicion of this steik induced purchas 
ers of the pubiic lands to give more than double the amount ther 
would have ctherwire given for the samc land, to be paid for ia money, 
The hish price of the staple preduct of the soil in the states of Ale 
bama and Missisippi, which continued only a sucient ti 
the ruin of the citizens the more complete, ededed tothe ni 
the peole ka ds, and increased the calamity whio Onally ov crwhein- 
ed the purchasers. At thet time too, the paper ising from a mult 
tude of benus withent capital, and precurcd castiv, increveed the fach 
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varving from twenty tu one hundred coilars per acre. It is known 
that the Miinsissip; i steck, from the enormous prices of the jands pur- 


attaired a velnea little iess then its nowmal ameunt. Lands purchas- 
ed with a medium thus depreciated; with the paper of banks which 
soon ceased to exist, and when cottcn commanded thirty cents pez 
pound, were in a shert time to he paid fer in cash; and at a time when 
the stople conimedity of the country had declined from thirty to les: 
than ten cents per pound. A just regard to the rights and interests ci 
the citizens required of the government, at this crisis, a manifestation 
of its paternal regard, and a modification of the contracts which were 
ruinous to the citizeus and not beneficial to the government. Relief 
was extended to the purchasers of the public lands by several acts cË 
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Congress. From unavoidable accident, from want of information, or 
from a vain hope of complying with a contract, the ruinous nature of 
which was not yet discovered, many of the purchasers of lands in the 
state of Alabama, failed to relinquish their purchases in conformity to 
the acts of Congress passed for their relief. The wealth of a nation is 
founded on the prosperity of its citizens, and the strength of the gov- 
ernment is based on the affections of the people. To strengthen the 
southern frontier has heretofore been the laudabile object of the gov- 
ernment. With this view they have laid the foundation of a fortifi- 
cation in the state of Alabama, which will be viewed by future genera- 
tions as a monument of the wisdom and magnanimity of the age in 
which it was founded. It would not consist with this wise policy of the 
government, nor with its magnanimity, to turn from his home, which 
has been reclaimed from the wilderness by hard and scanty means, the 
yeoman who is ever ready to defend the soil at the bidding of his 
country. The interest of the government, it is conceived, even if it 
were to regard its revenue alone, would be promoted by granting re- 
ief to its citizens. At the end of six and eight years for which credit 
12s been claimed, the husbandman will find himself still unable to pay 
or his land. No payment will be made in the meantime, because he 
annot hope to obtain a title for the land which he had purchased. At 
he expiration of the time for which credit has been claimed, the lands 
vill revert to the United States after eight years of ruinous cultivation. 

The Legislature of the state of Alabama cannot forbear respectfully 
o suggest a wish, in behalf of its citizens, that the Congress of the 

nited States will take into its consideration the situation of the pur- 
hasers of public lands, and extend for their benefit the time for relin- 
quishing lands in conformity to the acts heretofore passed, and will 
allow such discounts upon cash payments as may be deemed just.— 
Here they think justice requires that they should represent, that the 
ands which were purchased at prices near their real value have been 
renerally paid for, either by lands relinquished, or in cash; and that 

e lands yet unpaid for are those purchased at prices more above their 
alue than those paid for, and are generally in the hands of persons 
east able to pay for them. This circumstance, it is conceived, ought 
o induce the representatives of the nation to allow a larger discount 
ipon such cash payments as may hereafter be made. 

It is respectfully represented that the last law for the relief of the 
urchasers of the public lands, did not afford any relief to a large and 
neritorious class of citizens, who had not taken the benefit of the 
irst law. Relief in behalf `f this class of purchasers is respectfully 
raved. The Legislature would also respectfully represent that many 
ood and worthy citizens who are settled upon public lands are, as 
he law now stands, in the power of the merciless speculator, and that 
1s hard earnings may either be taken from him, or may be used as a 
cans of extorting from him his last dollar. It is therefore respect- 
ully prayed that a law may be passed protecting the settler in the ene 
oyment of his crop, and saving him from the “tender mercies” of the 
nfeeling sptculator. It is respectfully prayed that when the public 
ands shall be suld after the season of preparing for a crop, the planter 
hay be permitted to continue in possession of the land until he shal! 
ave gathered the fruits of his labour. 
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The Legislature of the state of Alabama cannot forbear the expres, 
sion of an opinion, that it would best comport with the wise poli 
which has heretofore governed the councils of the nation, to permit the 
purchasers of public lands not yet paid for, to surrender them to the 
United States, and to réceive certificates for the amount of the pu. 
chase money, receivable in payment of the same lands when resold; o 
in payment of other lands of the United States.
